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I arrived in Kathmandu on November 7. The first day was used to 
explore this fantastic city. On November R I visited the Godaveri 
Ootanical Gardens and Pulchowki, up to the summit, together with 
SJoerd Mayer of the Netherlands, whom I’d met in Kathmandu, We went 
to Godaveri by bicycle which can be hired in Kathmandu. 

The next day I visited the Manora river east of Kathmandu. On 
November 10 S. Mayer and I revisited Godaveri and Pulchowki, this 
time by bus. Again we managed to hitch-hike up to the summit.o 
Pulchowki. The following days I visited Nagarjung and Ghokarna. 
from November 13 till November 17 I was Forced to stay in bed with 
intestine-problems which turned out to be so persistent that at the 
moment I finished this report, May 1906, they still hadn’t been 
cured. It may be obvious that this involuntary stay in bed crossed 
my plans to go to Ppkhara to make a small trek. 

On November IB Pd recovered enough to visit the Manora river 
The next day I revisited Godaveri once more by bus. Lin November 2D 
I did some sightseeing in Kathmandu and in the early morning of 
November 21 I boarded the 'direct the luxe-bus’ that would take me 
to Delhi in India.
